Extra Session.—President Cool- 
idge now knows of nothing to re- 
cuire an extra session of Congress 
before the opening of the regular 
term. next December. He does not, 
however, wish to foreclose the fu- 
ture. The troublesome agricultural 
situation has been laid before him 
in numerous communications from 
the farming sections, and the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture is now canvass- 
‘ing all relief suggestions. Anything 
that can be done to mitigate the dis- 
treas of the farmers will be done. 

Economy — The administration 
stands Strongly for strict economy in 
governmental expenditures. It feels 
that the budget has proved of great 
value in reducing the cost of gov- 
ernment and sees no need for 
amending the system. 

Mexican Situation—No change; an 
agreement has been drawn up be- 
tween the Mexican and American 
commissioners and either has been 
or is about to be signed. 

Immigration—The administration 
believes that nothing more funda- 


‘mental is before it than the prob- 


lem of obtaining the right kind of 
people as immigrants. Secretary of 
Labor Davis is considering selective 
immigration plans, including a plan 
for inspection abroad. It is regard- 
ed as important that the nation ob- 
tain a reasonable number of immi- 
grants of the best possible character 
and with a background fitting them 
for American citizenship. “eee 
German Reparations—The only 
authoritative statement from the 
American Government is that made 
by Secretary of Staté Hughes in his 
New Haven speech. The, United 
States has no specific proposal to 
make in the existing European crisis. 
It would, however, be very respon- 
sive to any réquest for help, provid- 
ed it only could help without itself 
becoming unduly involved.

15.—The Knights of the Ky Klux 
Klan and the Kamelia are restrained 


from acting as chartered and incor- | 


porated benevolent fraternal organ!- 
zations within the confines of New 
York State under a decision handed 
down by Supreme ‘Court 
Staley last night. 

Supporting the contention of the 
State- Attorney General's office that 
the incorporation certificates of the 
twin orders illegally were altered and 
falsified to give them powers of a 
“broad and indefinite scope,” Justice 
Staley granted the temporary injunc- 
tion sought by Deputy Attorney 
General Griffin restraining the activ- 
ities of the orders as organizations. 

The acts as incorporators were 
held to be “illegal and unauthor- 
ized.” and an “imposition and fraud 
upon the Court which cannot, under 
the requirements of the statute, be 
tolerate ed or excused.” 

The’ names of the organizations 
in the papers were replaced by the 
words: ‘Men's fraternal orders” 
and “women's fraternal order” be- 
fore they were filed with the Secre- 
tarv of State. The change. it was 


held,

IN NEW WASHINGTON LETTER 


Document Recently Found at Capital Is Pre- 


Shortly After Surrender of Cornwallis.

The presentation was made by Wil- 
liam T. Page, clerk of the House. 
Dated at Vernon, Nov. 18, 


1781, the letter, addressed to Robert | 


Harrison, Esq., is in reply to.a 
dae ne received by George 
Washington. The first two para- 
graphs do not touch upon important 
matters, but the thirds makes this 
reference to the surrender of the 
British general: 

“I thank you for your kind apn- 


Zratulations on the capitulation of 
Cornwallis. It is an _ interesting 
event and may be productive of 
muclr good if properly improved, but 
if it should be the means of relaxa-

BOND ASSUMPTION APPROVED

BUDGET BUREAU APPORTIONING 
ESTIMATES FOR U. S. FUNDS 


Expenditures for Year, Exclusive of 
Postal Service and Publit Debt 


Interest, Put at $1 SOO PEG,008.

WASHINGTON, Aug. ne 
Budget Bureau began yesterday to 
apportion estimates for funds to run 
the Federal Government during the 
fiscal year beginning July 1, 1924, 
on the basis of a total expenditure 
of $1,700,000,000, exclusive of the 
postal sgrvice and the interest on 
and the retirement of the public 
debt. 

Director Lord of the budget said 
{it had been necessary to cut 3300,- 
000,000 from the estimates submit- 
ted by the various departments tg 
bring the total within the $1,700,- 
000,000 figure agreed upon by the 
late President Harding and the 
Budget Bureau. 

With such a limitation fixed on 
ordinary running expenses, the to- 
tal cash withdrawal from the treas- 
ury during the coming fiscal year is 
expected to reach $3,500.000,000, in- 
asmuch as the public debt require- 
ments of interest and sinking fund 


are almost as much as the ordinary 
expenses. 


Changes may be made in the 
amount alloted for _ordinary ex- 
penses, the budget office having 
suggested to the heads of govern- 
mental branches that where the 
amounts are cut too sharply, new es- 
timates may be offered to avoid un- 
intentional impairment of efficiency. 

While the director made it plain 
that he intends to cut as close to 
rock bottom as possible in all esti- 
mates, he informed all departments 
in the letter that “‘absolutely neces- 
Sary requirements would be cared 
for in the estimates.”

POINCARE WRITES FAR MORE 
THAN HIS PREDECESSOR DID 


He Spends, Long Hours at His Desk, 
Working Over State Papers. .

PARIS, July 23.—Premier Poin- 
care uses up more pens in a week 
than did his predecessor, Briand, in 
a year, a keen observer of te 
French foreign cffice said recently. 
The reason is that’ Poincare speaks 
little, but writes much. Briand al- 
ways had a cigarette in his hand; 
Poincare always has a pen. 

*The present Premier receives very 
few callers, and except for Count 
Perretti de la Rocca, director at the 
ministry, and his chief of Cabinet, 
M. Hermit.e, Poincare sees hardly 
any one. He remicins at his desk 
throughout long days—from 12 to 
14 hours—writing. There is not @4 
single document coming out of the 
ministry of fcreign affairs, whether 
they be grdve and solemn instruc- 
tions to Ambassadors or minor mat- 
ters of routine bu:c‘ness, that the 
Premier does not see personally. and 
often times corrects or amp ifies in 
his own hand. 

His famous speech delivered at 
Senlis July 15, written entirely in 
that crisf, sharp handwriting which 
is peculiar to the Premier of 
France. went to the Government 
printers without a single corr ion 
or erasure.

BETRAYED COUNTRY 


Says Efficient Organization 
of Army for Security Must 
Be One of Government's 
Main Principles.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Aug. ss.nke 
a presidential address before the 
new Angora Assembly, following his 
election, Kemal Pasha said that Tur- 
key’s four years’ struggle for inde- 
pendence had ended with a peace 
worthy of the national dignity. 

With its ratification, he said, the 
country would enter a period of free 
and independent development. He 
thanked the Assembly for its re- 
newed confidence and solemnly en- 
gaged himself to devote all of his 
powers to bring to success the new 
era of peaceful constructive work. 

Kemal Pasha then proceeded to 
review the period of the armistice 
during which, he said, the gravest 
offense has been done by the Powers 
te the prestige and dignity of the na- 
tion. He repeated that the former 
Sultan betrayed the country to the 
enemy for personal profit. 

Referring to the peace negotia- 
tions he summed up the results as 
follows: 

“Our treaty has dissolved the 
dream of a greater Armenia: it has 
affected the Pontus Government and 
its partisans see that it has destroyed 
also hope of establishing foreign 
spheres of influence in Southern 
Turkey; has recovered Smyrna and 
Adana and freed Constantinople. It 
has abolished the chains of capitula- 
tions and brought full acknowledge- 
ment of Turkey's rights as one of 
the vivilized Powers. 

‘We must take care not to allow 
the fruits of our sacrifices to fal! 
feem #@ur hands. After peace we 
must develop our country to its full 
economic capacity. In my view the 
most important matter for new Tur- 
key is security. The army is the 
best prftection both of internal tran- 
quillity and of the independence of 
our government. Hence this effi- 
clent organization of the army must 
be one of our main principles. It 
would be childish to think that the 
peace we have attained will last for- 
ever. To imagine that would be to 
lead our nation into the gravest dan 
gers. 

“As long as our national rights and 
honor are respected we shall recip- 
rocate in 4 similar sptrit, but having 


that the rights of the weak are fre- 
quently trampled upon we must not

Legislation Dealing With Aviation 

Is Also Urged by Congmittce

NEW YORK. Aug. 15.—Recom- 
mendations of laws having national 
and international significance, not- 
ably congressional legislation regu- 
lating * aeronautics, will be submit- 
ted by committees of the American 
Bar Association at its annual meet- 
jing in Minenapolis, Aug. 28 to 31. 
the Committee on Publicity an- 
nounced yesterday. 

The Committee on the Law of 
Aeronautics, besides requesting the 
association's indorsement of Repre- 
sentative Samuel Winslow's bill, 
also will recommend Federal and 
state legislation to encourage de- 
velopment of commercial aviation. 

Addresses will be delivered 
Lord Birkenhead, former Chancel- 
lor of Great Britain; Joha W. Da- 
vis, former /.mbaessador and presi- 
dent of the association: Secretary 
of State Hughes and Chief Justice 
Taft. 

Emphasis is placed by the Com- 
mittee on American Citizenship on 
the tendency to drift from the Con- 
stitution.

NEW YORK, Aug. 15.—*"You 
want to know what we are going 
to do about reparations,” remarked 
Prime Minister Baldwin of Great 
Britain, speaking to the corre- 
spondent at 1 in the famous room of 
British Premiers at 10 Dewning 
street, London. 

“IT do not know. ,We do not know 
what to do. Our’ most acute and 
experienced specialists confess 
themselves baffled. They will tell 
you that in the history of statecraft 
they are familiar with no other com- 
plication so obstinate as thts. Not 
knowing what to do, we yet know 
we must do someting, and we are 
thinking and debating the whole 
time what this something shall be. 
Of this we are sure: We value un- 
speakably the friendship of our old 
allfes and associates, and hope and 
believe ff will never be broken. 

“But we are terribly worried over 
the Ruhr situation. We want it put 
right. It seems to us appalilingly 
dangerous. We differ with France 
as to what should be done. but we 
do not consider France Ajsposed to 
seek anything except what everyone 
should desire—a settlement and the 
prospect of vermanent peace. 


Motives of France Unquestioned. 

“We do not impugn the motives 
of our great ally. We love her as 
ardently as ever, and pray justice 
may be done her. We should be 
afraid to see justice denied her. But 
we also should be afraid to see, jus- 
tice denied our own peoples, ‘wp- 
pressed, as they are, by grievous 
burdens. Justice, indeed, as we feel 
is the supreme requisite all round, 
and hence justice is our aim. 

“If America can help, the way 
stands open. It is not for me—not, 
I take it, for any European—to try 
to point out what América can or 
ought to do. We have our hands 
more than full ta decide what we 
can and ought to do. I say only 
that Europe is tormented almost be- 
yond endurance, that conditions 
here seem to me to threaten grave 
consequences everywhere, and that 
if America or any other member of 
the sisterhood of states has any 
ideas, any advice, any ameliorative 
magic whatever, to lay before the 
nations immediately distressed and 
imperiled, I am sure these nations 
will be grateful for the contribution 
an@ quick to give it ¢onsideration. * 
_ “What is happening before our 
eyes is the gradual extinction of the 
purchasing power of Central Europe 
—a calamity that must “have reper- 
cussions over all the territories bor- 
dering upon Central Europe, and. 
through these, upon the whole 
world. Collapse of currencies and 
loss of credit spell silent factories 
and idle millions. How can Central 
Europe buy when. ae is inevitable 
with things going as they’ are, she 
has neither money nor the means of 
getting the équivalent of money? 

British Trade in Peril. 

“Trade Britain must have if 
Britain is to live. By a vast pre- 
ponderance we depend upon exports. 
Our foreign commerce li@s under 
sentence of death. Who can won- 
der that we press earnestly for 4 
settlement that shall stabilize inter- 
national fiiances, and restart the 
economic pragesses of humanity? 

“To be sure. we are not looking 
solely to European markets. We aré 
scanning the whole horizon of po- 
tential trade.

Will of Mrs. Emma Markham Low- 
ry Gives Money to Atlanta School.

ART 10 BE RESTORED 


Competition at Paris Will Be 
First of Kind at Modern 
Games.

PARIS, July 24.—For the first 


time since the revival of the Giympic 
games in 1896, there will be compe- 
tition in art as well as sports. 

There will be contests in architec- 
ture, literature, music, painting and 
sculpture for Olympic veame of vari- 
ous countries. 

Arcnitects of the different nations 
admitted to the Olympic games will 


be allowed to present iu the jury 
miniature stadiums, arenas, tennié 
courts, velodromes, swiming pools, 
athletic gymnasiums, any and all 
architectural designg which have di- 
rect connection with the practice of 
sports or athletics. 

Articles or fiction stories of a max-| 
imum length of 20,000 words, or 
poetry limited to 1000 words, having 
for subject some sporting event or re- 
lating to sports or athletics, may 
qualify for the literature competition. 
They must be writtetn in the mother 
language of the writer or the country 
which he represents, and be accom- 
panied by a French or English trans- 
lation. 


Music partitions for plano—two or 
four hands—also will be accepted. 
Symphonies, choir songs, drama will 
be accepted, but they must be in- 
spired by the sporting spirit. 

Paintings, drawings, pastels and 
water colors, depicting athletic sub- 
jects, will be passed upon by the jury, 
as will similar sculpture.

PRINCE IS DENIED 


Legation at London Says Prin- 
cess Mountbatten Will Marry 
the Crown Prince.

LONDON, Aue 15.—The Swedish 
legation here today denied a report 
that Lady Louise Mountbatten has 
jilted the Crown Prince of Sweden. 
At St. James Palace officials were 
horrified at the idea of such a re- 
port. In well informed social circles 
here the report was characterized as 
absolutely unfounded. 

At the Swedish legation it was 
said the only basis for the report of 
a hitch in the marriage plans was 
the uncertainty which existed until 
last week as to whether Lady Louise 
was sufficiently near royal rank for 
the Crown Prince to marry her un- 
der Swedish law. 

The Swedish Government issued a 
statement last week, however, that 
correspondence with the British 
Foreign Office had removed all 
doubts on the subject. It was wide- 
ly reported here before the war that 
Lady Louise was in love with a com- 
moner to whom she wanted to be 
married, but that she ylelded to roy- 
al entreaties and broke off the af- 
fair, although iteis understood she 
never lost her affection for the com- 
moner. 

On the other hand, it has been 
said that the Germanic influences in 
Swedish court circles have been any- 
thing but pleased with her engage- 
ment to the Crown Prince and that 
they were instrumental in having the 
question of the Swedish royal mar- 
riage law raised. When news of this 
investigation reached Lady Louise, it 
is reported she was much incensed 
at the reflection on her status, but 
the declaration of the Swedish Gov- 
ernment is said to have cleared the 
difficulty.
